DECLARES SKYSCRAPER 
SAFE FROM 'QUAKES 
Del Monte, Cal., July {¢.—When an 
earthquake comes, the sifest place. to 
be is in a huge, well constructed sky-]3 
scraper, according to Profesor Bailey 
Wilis, of Leland Stanford ‘University, 
recognized as a leading scisnologist. 
“There is probably no portion of the 
United States that will rot at tome time 
experience an earthquake,” said Pro- 
fessor Willis. “Most of them would 
secreely be noticed and, in fact, E be- 
lieve persons in a forty story New York

“There are several reasons, first, the 
large buildings sre well engineered, well 
inspected and well constructed.

Most of the large buildings have 
deep foundations which give assuraneg 
of moderate vibration. Those ect 
rock experience practically only 
shiver duging an carthquake.”

Oshawa, July 14.—Posing as Montreal 
reported to have pulled of last week one 
‘cyo. specialists, two unknown men are 
of the most sensational frauds that has 
been attempted in this distrigt in recent 
years whe, Mrs. John Puckrin, an aged 
lady living in East Whitby Township, 
was mulcted of $900. Full details con- 
cerning the affair did not come out until 
yesterday, so completely. made were the 
plans of the “specialists.” Provincial 
Ccnstable Taylor of Whitby is working 
on the case, and is following up a valu- 
able clue: 

The affair took piace on July 5. Two 
well-dressed men drove up to the Puck- 
rin home on the Fourth Concession of 
East Whitby. One of them got out of 
the car, introduced himself as an oculist, 
and asking for Mrs. Puckrin, said he 
wished to test her eyes. After making 
a test he announced that she had catar- 
acts over both eyes, and 
ly blind within six| months uless some- 
thing. was done immediately. Mrs. 
Puckrin was considerably wrought up 
over the information. The visitor in- 
formed"her that two courses were open, 
either Mrs. Puckrin could go to Toro- 
ato and have an operation, where she 
would be charged $1,500, or she could be 
treated by the man in the car, who“was 
a specialist in treating cataracts, and 
who did it for nothing. His sole charge 
would be for the radium which must be 
used in the operation. The cost for the 
radium was fixed at $900. 2 

Mrs.” Puckrin decided to take the 
radium cure, and asked about money, 
offered a cheque. This the men refused, 
suggesting that they drive her to — the 
bank at Whitby, where she could with- 
draw the money. Mrs. Puckrin agreed, 
and the men drove her to the Standa: 
Bank and waited ouside while she got 
the money. After returning home the 
“operation” was performed. It consist- 
ed in pouring some green liquid from a 
bottle into Mrs. Puckrin’s eyes. Be- 
fore departing the specialists pointed ‘out 
that as they were from Montreal, they 
were not supposed to practice in On-

The solution of the trans- 
portation problem, ‘he claimed, did not 
depend ¢0 much on who manzged the 
Fntercponial as~it depended on: the 
rates, “on whether you ‘can market your 
products over the fhtercolonial.” 

"J believe,” Mr. Meighey preceeded, 
that “the jurisdiction of the: Railway 

, Commission should remain intact, but I 


realize that the Dominion of Canada! . 


should itself teeist rates upon such basic 
products as are to reach our central 
Provinces.’ He declared his intention, 
if returned to power, to remove discrim- 
ination agamst the Maritimes in the 
steel turiff, discrimination which he de- 
scribed had been brought about by the 
policy of the King Government. 
PROSPERITY TO COME 

Mr. Meighen eoncluded his’ speech 
with words in whieh he pictured prosper- 
ity for the “Maritimes if Conservative 


“policies were made effective. 


He bitterly ‘arraigned maladministra- 
tion of-the Customs Department by the 
King Government.  He_ charged that 
while: Liberals had removed the Juxury 
4x on Canadian-made automobiles they 

had “increased ‘the sales tax on clothing!‘ 
by 6 2-3 per cent. On the constitution- 
al question he took the ground that while 
it was the duty of the Governor-General 
to foilow the advice'of properly constitu 
ted Ministers, the right to refuse dissolu- 
tion might properly be exercised if the 
Government were merely sceking to 
“evade its responsibility to Parliament. 

Mr. Meighen declared his policy to 
be honest administration of public af- 
fairs, and » tariff which would make for 
stability. He urged maintenance of a 
consistent t.niff structure over the whole 
field of industry “to mdintain it net 
high, but op a stable, sure basis so that 
every man cen depend on it staying 
there, so that every workman can make 
plans in accordance therewith.”

Chiesgo, Ils., July 24.—The Chicago 
Herald and Examiner in a copyrighted 
story today says that Robert Scott has 
made a statement to the newspaper ad- 
mitting that he killed Joseph Maurer, 
the young drug clerk for whose murder 
his brother, Russell Scott, is sentenced 
fo be hanged. 

The account quoted Scott as saying:

Only four bodies now remained in tke 
waters of Balsam Inke early today as

Seven bodies in all have so 
far been recovered, five of which were 
accounted for through the activities of 
yesterday. They were idenified as 
those of A. R. Shea-Butcher, John Wig- 
inton, Frank Burkift, Joseph Edwards 
and Oliver Mardell. Only one body, 
that of Edwards was recovered by means 
of the drag, while that of Shea-Butcher 
was found floating nearly three miles 
west of the spot where the canoe Cap- 
sized in the direction of Kirkfield.
